Regulations on tax lien 
speculators, drug court 
interim comittee’s topics

The Kentucky General 
Assembly’s Interim Joint Com- 
mittee on Judiciary convened at 
MSU at West Liberty on Tues- 
day, Sept. 16, to discuss the sale 
of county tax bills and drug court 
operations in Eastern Kentucky. 

The 26-member committee, 
chaired by State Sen. Robert 
Stivers (R), is comprised of the 
following bi-partisan panel of 
state senators and representa- 
tives:

Committee members were 
welcomed to Morgan County by 
MSU at West Liberty Director 
Jonell Tobin, Mayor Bob Nickell 
and Judge Executive Tim Conley, 
who lauded elected officials’ leg- 
islative efforts. 

“I am pleased to welcome this 
committee to Morgan County,” 
Conley said. “I also want to thank 
the members for coming together 
to do the will of the people; you 
are doing a great job.” 

Following a committee roll 
call, the panel heard a presenta- 
tion regarding the sale of delin- 
quent tax bills from Christian 
County Attorney J. Michael Fos- 
ter, who is also president-elect of 
the Kentucky Association of 
Counties (KACO). 

Foster said that the purchase 
of delinquent tax bills by third 
party buyers is a “chaotic situa- 
tion” that adversely affects 
county clerks and county attor- 
neys, as well as citizens who wish 
to pay overdue taxes on proper- 
ties. 

“Investment companies are 
buying unpaid tax bills through- 
out the state,” Foster said. “They 
can buy the bills from the coun- 
ties at the sheriffs’ auctions, and 
continue to add interest and le- 
gal fees to the bills. Citizens who 
attempt to settle the tax claims 
will face sharply increased tax 
liability.” 

Foster noted though this pro- 
cess allows county sheriffs to 
collect essential fees for office 
operations, it does not allow 
county clerks and county attor- 
neys to collect their operational 
fees. 

“The reality is that this is a 
disjointed process at best,” Fos- 
ter said. “It is a very traumatic

Vanessa Elam, right, a staff member 
in the Judge Executive’s Office, dis- 
plays one of a series of original paint- 
ings by former Morgan Countian Ivetta 
Nickell Flagg that are now on display 
at the County Office Building. Entitled 
“Patriots All,” it depicts scenes from the 
1982 Morgan County Sorghum Festi- 
val. The other paintings in the series, 
originally donated by Flagg to the Mor- 
gan County Historical Museum, were 
recently transferred to the Office Build- 
ing, where they are now on display. En- 
titled “Matthew Folklife Community,” 
the paintings include the two shown 
above, and are scenes of the Matthew 
from different eras in the community’s 
history. Included are the home of “Big 
Joseph” Nickell, a pioneer and early 
settler, from the early 1800s, the 
community’s first school and church 
built in 1853 on Shoal Branch on the 
S. W. McGuire farm, the Bethany 
Church built in 1 883 on the J. G. Nickell 
farm, a scene of Tarkiln Branch, the 
Ken Brown Store, circa 1 936, and “Sor- 
ghum Makin’ Time” on the Leander and 
Frances Nickell farm, circa the 1930s. 
The series constitutes a historical 
record of the Matthew community from 
its earliest days through the mid 1 900s.

Farm Service Agency (FSA)

ments to producers who annually 
enroll their farms in the program. 
Payments are computed based on 
base acres and payment yields 
established for each farm. Ad- 
vanced payments may be re- 
quested. Counter-cyclical pay- 



ments provide support when 
prices are below certain statuto- 
rily set prices. 

Farms with base acres of 10 
acres or less will not receive di- 
rect or counter-cyclical pay- 
ments, unless the farm is wholly 
owned by socially disadvantaged 
or limited resource farmers or 
ranchers.

Good Old Days 



Way back in the “good-old-days,” 
Sorghum was used in a lot of 
different ways. 

Most people would buy five 
gallons 
or more, 

Some people would have a lard 
can 

full behind the door. 

We would come to the table in the 
cold winter weather 
And take some sorghum and 
butter 

and mix it together. 

Sorghum and butter was my 
favorite spread, 

And hot biscuits was my favorite 
bread. 

On biscuits, with butter, you 
couldn’t 
beat it, 

But that wasn’t the only way you 
could eat it. 

It was used to sweeten coffee, and 
in cookies or cakes, 

And they also used it in other 
things they’d make. 

Sorghum wasn’t always sold at 
the store, 

It was mostly sold at the mill or 
from 

door to door. 

When I think back on the things 
I’ve done, 

Going to the sorghum mill was a 
whole lot of fun. 

Some people made sorghum at 
night, 

They had a big fire, burning 
bright. 

To keep the fire going they used a 
lot of wood, 

And of course they got it from 
anywhere they could. 

They would drag dead logs from 
off the hill, 

Or maybe get slabs from the saw 
mill. 

The fire was used to heat the 
evaporator, 

I’ll tell you about that a little 
later. 

Some of the cane was stripped in 
the field, 

Some was cut and hauled and 
stripped at the mill. 

Either way was alright I guess, 
Then it was put through a 
mule-powered press. 

The mule pulled the sweep 
’round 
and ’round, 

Iking on cane stalks spread on 
the ground. 

I guess it was an effort not to be 
cruel, 

The stalks made easy walking for 
the mule. 

A woman usually fed the press, 
She wore men’s pants instead of a 
dress. 

As juice was all squeezed out, 

It ran through a pipe connected 
to 



That is the way sorghum was 
created. 

They used extra help ’till the 
sorghum was all made, 

A few buckets of sorghum is how 
they 

were paid. 

Two gallons of sorghum equaled 
about one day’s pay, 

And as far as I know, it’s still that 
way. 

I like sorghum, it’s good to eat, 
And hot out a pan it can’t be 
beat. 

We would use a stick of any kind, 
A piece of cane stalk was a 
favorite of 
mine. 

A cane stalk or a a paddle made 
of 

wood, 

They would let us eat all of it we 
could. 

Now picture this, if you can, 

We’d lick the paddle off and stick 
it 

back in the pan. 

I don’t know all the scientific 



terms, 

But the heat was supposed to kill 
all the germs. 

I know a place that you ought to 
go, 

West Liberty, Kentucky to the 
Sorghum Show. 

I’ve been there a few times, and 
as I remember, 

They hold it sometime the last of 
September. 

They have arts and crafts and 
plenty 
to eat, 

And they have a sorghum mill 
right 

near Main Street. 

If you’ve never seen sorghum 
made, 

you’ll be amazed. 

It takes me back to the 
“good-old-days.” 
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Was

problem at the local level, and we 
need a common sense method- 
ology as to how these bills can 
be purchased. Local officials and 
third party purchasers need to 
find a solution that benefits ev- 
eryone.” 

Foster proposed eliminating 
the annual sheriffs’ auction, 
which would give citizens a 
chance to pay delinquent tax 
claims at county clerks’ offices 
before third party purchasers can 
buy the bills. 

“This solution will allow ev- 
eryone involved to do their jobs 
and collect their fees,” Foster 
said. “There is still much work 
to be done on this issue, but I be- 
lieve we are well on our way to 
solving this problem.” 

Following Foster’s com- 
ments, the committee also heard 
a presentation from Circuit Judge 
Rebecca Phillips about her ef- 
forts to implement a drug court 
in her judicial jurisdiction of 
Carter, Elliott and Morgan coun- 
ties. 

Phillips, who took office in 
2006, said that Carter County 
drug court officials recently took 
in the program’s first participants 
with the goal of modifying drug- 
oriented lifestyles. 

“I believe in drug court be- 
cause it works,” Phillips said. 
“This program addresses crime 
and prevents future offenses. 
Sometimes offenders complete 
treatment programs, but cannot 
stay clean because they have no 
support system. Drug court will 
serve as that support system.” 
Drug court emphasizes hon- 
esty and accountability for sub- 
stance abusers through employ- 
ment and community service. 

“This is a chance to address 
lifestyle issues,” Phillips said. 
“Some drug users have never 
even had a driver’s license, and 
they’ve never held a job. Drug 
court will provide structure for 
them, and keep them busy so 
they will have something to do 
besides take drugs. They will ei- 
ther be placed in a job, or they 
will be required to perform com- 
munity service on a regular ba- 
sis.” 

Heightened supervision is 
also essential to the drug court 
program, which requires partici- 
pants to take random drug tests 
two to three times per week, 
make regular contact with offi- 
cials and meet nightly curfews, 
Phillips explained. 

Phillips also noted that ap- 
proximately 185,000 drug tests 
have been administered to drug 
court participants injudicial cir- 
cuits throughout Kentucky. Ap- 
proximately 411 drug-free babies 
have also been born to Kentucky 
drug court participants. 

“There have already been 
many success stories in our own 
drug court,” Phillips said. “We 
have seen children returned to 
their parents from foster homes, 
family reunions and good em- 
ployment reports. These people 
are working to stay off drugs, and 
contributing to society by escap- 
ing bad lifestyles.” 

The Interim Joint Committee 
on Judiciary meets on the third 
Tuesday of each month. Next 
month’s meeting will be held on 
Tuesday, Oct. 21, in the Annex 
at Frankfort.

The future could be made 
brighter for many Kentuckians 
with about $1 billion in sate 
spending. That’s one reason an 
$880 million courthouse-build- 
ing binge should outrage taxpay- 
ers. 

Other reasons: Almost no ac- 
countability, public participation 
or competition to old down costs. 

A host of troubling questions 
arise from “Law and Mortar,” the 
story of former Chief Justice Jo- 
seph Lambert’s edifice complex, 
as chronicled by reporters Linda 
B. Blackford and Greg Kocher in 
a recent series of stories in The 
Lexington Herald-Leader. 

Especially troubling is that 
Lambert and the Administrative 
Office of the Courts shunned so 
many principles of good govern- 
ment as they pushed their aggres- 
sive public-works agenda over 
the past 10 years. 

Of the three government 
branches, the judiciary is ex- 
pected to be above politics and 
hold the others in ethical stan- 
dards, which makes the whiff of 
sweetheart deals all the more 
unsavory. 

As Blackford reported, the 
contracts for new judicial centers 
have been awarded without com- 
petitive bidding. Two politically 
connected firms — Codell Con- 
struction and Ross Sinclaire & 
Associates — have gotten most 
of the financing and construction 
contracts. 

Lambert hired his personal 
architect to oversee the program. 
The process for choosing and 
funding 65 projects was codified 
in a bill sponsored by Rep. Bob 



Damron, D- Nicholasville, who 
works for Ross Sinclaire, which 
also once employed Lambert’s 
son. 

Codell employees have given 
$193,500 to Kentucky politicians 
since 2000, including $3,500 to 
Lambert’s wife and $61,000 to 
local officials, including many 
who have a say in decisions about 
judicial centers. 

The company president’s fa- 
ther, James Codell III, was trans- 
portation secretary under Gov. 
Paul Patton and controlled the 
blacktop coveted by local offi- 
cials. 

Meanwhile, average citizens 
and preservation professionals 
are frozen out of the decision- 
making as the AOC wages archi- 
tectural genocide on historic 
downtowns. 

County officials have seats on 
the project development boards, 
but decisions are controlled by 
grandiose statewide building 
specifications and the AOC. 



Lambert has claimed the 
building program as “his great- 
est legacy.” But the legislature 
deserves a big share of the credit, 
or blame, since it approved AOC 
budgets. 

None of this is to suggest that 
modernized courtrooms and new 
judicial centers aren’t needed, or 
that small towns shouldn’t share 
in capital spending. 

What’s wrong is the lack of 
innovation and imagination go- 
ing into their decisions. Rather 
than looking to old down costs 
and adapt existing buildings, the 
drive has been to tear down the 
old and put up something s big 
and expensive as possible. 

No thought was given to cre- 
ating regional justice centers, 
even though circuit courts are 
divided into districts. 

Lambert seemed flabber- 
gasted when asked if fewer re- 
gional justice centers could sub- 
stitute for one in each of 120 
counties. 



“I could not make an intellec- 
tually honest case to give less to 
Robertson County than to 
Fayette County,” he said, dis- 
playing the kind of thinking that 
has held Kentucky back: Govern- 
ment scatters the spoils across the 
state and invests in projects, not 
people. A smarter state would 
deploy scarce resources more 
strategically. 

While small counties got huge 
justice centers, Kentucky’s court 
workers’ pay stagnated to the 
point that incumbents ordered 
Lambert to put $13.7 million 
over the next two years into 
raises for deputy court clerks. He 
refused. 

His successor, Chief Justice 
John D. Minton, Jr., plans to 
comply with the budget mandate 
and wants to re-evaluate the 
building program in light of the 
budget crisis that’s starving edu- 
cation and other services. Cer- 
tainly, someone should.

Clinton in Kentucky Sat. to 
rally support for Lunsford 



PIKEVILLE — Sen. Hillary 
Clinton stumped in Pikeville Sat- 
urday for the Obama-Biden 
presidential ticket and the candi- 
dacy of Bruce Lunsford, the 
Democratic nominee for the U.S. 
Senate seat now held by Sen. 
Mitch McConnell. 

A large number of Democrat 
leaders from across the state also 
spoke at the event, which was 
held in an airplane hangar at the 
Pike County Airport. The speak- 
ers painted a picture of 
McConnell and the Republican 
Party as being out of touch with 
Kentucky and the nation’s prob- 
lems. 

Clinton, who said she had 
warned in the past that the 
country’s economic system was 
facing a downturn, called for a 
“top-to-bottom cleaning” in 
Washington at the Nov. 4 general 
election. 

Clinton told the crowd, “The 
only way we’re going to get it 
done is to have Democrats in the 
White House and Democrats in 
the Senate so that we can actu- 
ally work together and solve 
these problems.” 

While the speakers praised 
Lunsford, much of the praise was 
reserved for Clinton herself. 

“I don’t think I could give you 
any better incentive than on Nov. 
4 to give Hillary Clinton some- 
thing — a Senate free of Mitch 



McConnell,” Lunsford said. 

“I’m asking all the supporters 
that I had across our country to 
go to work for Democrats from 
the top of the ticket to the bot- 
tom of the ticket,” Clinton said. 

Former state Democratic 
Party chairman Jerry Lundergan, 
who introduced Clinton, told the 
crowd that Clinton’s visits on 
Saturday to Pikeville and Lexing- 
ton were being used to unveil a 
new campaign — the “Hillary 
Sent Me” campaign. 

“She’s asking all of our 
friends and all the 18 plus mil- 
lion people that voted for her to 
come together and elect Obama 
and Biden and Bruce Lunsford,” 
said Lundergan. “There’s too 
much at stake and the problems 
are too great just to sit idly by 
and let the Republicans win.” 

“I’m asking all the supporters 
that I had across our country to 
go to work for Democrats from 
the top of the ticket to the bot- 
tom of the ticket,” said Clinton. 

Lunsford blasted the eco- 
nomic policies of the Bush ad- 
ministration, saying they are re- 
sponsible for the country’s cur- 
rent economic crisis. 

“What is their policy? De- 
regulate when times are good and 
bail them out when times are 
bad,” he said. “Not you, but them 
every time.”

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Woodrow Wilson 
Barber 




Woodrow Wilson Barber, 96, 
retired professor of biological 
sciences at Morehead State Uni- 
versity and long-time commu- 
nity leader, passed away at St. 
Claire Regional Medical Center 
in Morehead, Kentucky, on Sep- 
tember 20, 2008, after an ex- 
tended illness. 

Woodrow was that rare mix 
of intellectual thinker and persis- 
tent worker. It has been said that 
“with a man’s death, one buries 
a book” — with Woodrow, one 
buries a library. Woodrow was 
born on September 7, 1912, in 
Dehart, Kentucky, son of George 
Washington Barber and Mabel 
Claire Carter Barber. He was the 
fifth of 10 children. Woodrow 
quickly learned the value of hard 
work on the farm, which directed 
his entire life of work and ser- 
vice. He began chores at age 4, 
carrying firewood, and advanced 
to farm manager by age 12. He 
learned from his father that 
“one’s word is his bond.” 

Woodrow attended eight 
years in the one-room school at 
Mussel Shoals School in Morgan 
County, where he later taught. He 
went to high school at Morgan 
County High at 14, boarding 
with his older sister. He gradu- 
ated in 1931 as Salutatorian and 
went to Morehead College from 
1931-1938, teaching in one- 
room schools in the fall semes- 
ters and attending college in the 
spring semesters. 

He married Mabel Marie Wil- 
liams in 1934. They both taught 
at Crockett High School from 
1939-1942, where Woodrow was 
also the principal, the basketball 
coach, and lunchroom food pur- 
chaser. Former students say that 
Mabel and Woodrow brought 
change to Crockett. He later 
taught science at Morgan County 
High School. 

To augment funds, Woodrow 
joined a carpenter union in Day- 
ton, Ohio, to build barracks, be- 
came a tool maker in Cincinnati, 
learned steam pipe fitting, and 
worked in a rubber plant. With 
two brothers in the military, he 
came home to help save the fam- 
ily farm. 

He was commissioned as a 
Navy Lieutenant JG in 1944 and 
sent to Communication School at 
Harvard. Serving in the Panama 



Canal as the Naval Officer in 
Charge, 15th Naval District, 
Communications HQ, he refused 
a promotion to Lieutenant Com- 
mander. That would have en- 
tailed 6 months extra duty and 
Woodrow wanted “to get home 
to his wife and little boy.” 

When he returned from the 
Navy, he owned and operated a 
garage in West Liberty. In 1951, 
he managed the Mountain Rural 
Telephone Company, building 
lines, selling contracts, and 
troubleshooting. He also changed 
over the telephone system in 
Breeze wood, Pennsylvania, from 
an operator to a dial system in 
1958. 

In 1960, he returned to 
Morehead, where he received his 
Master’s Degree in Education in 
1961 and became an Associate 
Professor of Biological Sciences. 
He attended the National Science 
Foundation programs in radiation 
biology and desert biology and 
took a sabbatical to the 
Galapagos Islands to study the 
giant tortoises. He retired after 30 
years of teaching, inspiring ex- 
cellence and hard work in his 
pupils and advising students in 
pre-professional curricula. Stu- 
dents have said he changed their 
lives, encouraging them and car- 
ing about them as individuals, not 
just students. During this period, 
Woodrow also was a Park Natu- 
ralist at Natural Bridge State 
Park, where he led tours and 
shared his love and knowledge of 
nature. 

Woodrow also applied his 
hard work ethic in the commu- 
nity. He was President of the 
Kiwanis Club in West Liberty 
and Morehead. His work with the 
Kiwanians on the Special Olym- 
pics earned him a special service 
award from Eunice Shriver. He 
was President of the American 
Legion, Boy Scout Master, and a 
builder of Camp Judy Layne Girl 
Scout Camp. He was on the elec- 
tion commission also. In 
Morehead, Woodrow was Chair- 
man of the Rowan County- 
Morehead Joint Planning Com- 
mission, on the Zoning Commis- 
sion, and on the Citizens Advi- 
sory Committee. Woodrow was 
on the Cave Run Reservoir Com- 
mission, which met with Gover- 
nor Happy Chandler and insti- 
gated the legislation which al- 
lowed Cave Run Lake to be built. 
As chairman of the Morehead 
Recreation Commission, 
Woodrow was instrumental in 
developing and building the 
Morehead City Park and teen 
center. He said the “children 
didn’t even have a vacant lot to 
play on.” The swimming pool 
was named the Woodrow Barber 
Swimming Pool. In his 70 ’s, he 
was elected Mayor of Lakeview 
Heights and served for 15 years, 
where he conceived and executed 
a new community center. His 
neighbors honored him there 
with a Ninetieth Birthday Party 
and designated the meeting room 
as the Woodrow Barber Meeting 
Room. Woodrow was a member 
of the Morehead Christian 



Church and had been a member 
of the Masonic Lodges in West 
Liberty and Morehead. He was 
honored with a proclamation 
from the Kentucky Assembly for 
his service to the community. 

After retirement, Woodrow 
and Mabel enjoyed a six- week 
trip to the South Pacific and a 
cruise to Alaska and winters in 
Florida. He enjoyed fishing, 
hunting, the outdoors, and gar- 
dening, and spending time with 
friends. He was a judge for the 
Extension Service Outstanding 
Gardens Award and had won gar- 
dening awards himself. 

Woodrow participated in 
many family functions with his 
two children, Dr. George Curtis 
(Cheryl Caudill) Barber, 
Morehead, Kentucky, and Janie 
Claire Barber (Ron) Kissling, 
Marietta, Georgia, including a 
recent wedding and high school 
graduation. 

In addition to his children, 
Woodrow is survived by seven 
grandchildren and spouses — 
Mark (Marty Croft) Barber, At- 
lanta, Ga.; Jeff (Jeanne Temps) 
Barber, Suwanee, Ga.; David 
(Lisa Russo) Barber, Charlotte, 
N.C.; Michael Barber, Sandy 
Hook, Ky.; Kurt (Jody Ma) 
Kissling, Marietta, Ga.; Lori 
Anne Kissling (Turner) Collins, 
Orlando, Fla, and Robert Wilson 
Kissling, Charlotte, N.C., and a 
step-grandson, Eric Caudill, 
Morehead, Ky. 

Woodrow also has three great- 
grandchildren — Alan Barber, 
Suwanee, Ga.; Jacob Barber, 
Sandy Hook, Ky., and Maren 
Kissling, Marietta, Ga. Other sur- 
vivors include one sister, Jean 
Barber Sheets, Vero Beach, Fla., 
and one sister-in-law, Lois 
Carmichael Barber, West Liberty, 
Ky.; countless beloved nieces 
and nephews, and his friend and 
caregiver, Michelle Viars. 

Preceding Woodrow in death 
were his beloved wife, Mabel, in 
1995, his daughter-in-law, Joyce 
Haney Barber, and his siblings 
and their spouses — James and 
Beatrice Frisby, Raymond Bar- 
ber, Walter and Gladys Bryant, 
Earl and Irene Murphy, Drexel 
and Betty Barber, Roy and Pearl 
Ferguson, Col. William E. and 
lone Barber, Harold Barber, and 
brother-in-law, Basil Sheets. 
Woodrow helped plan and sup- 
port family reunions through the 
years which kept his family clan 
connected. 

Woodrow Wilson Barber’s 
life of hard work and excellence 
has changed countless students 
and citizens of surrounding coun- 
ties, and has impacted his fam- 
ily. He has been a role model of 
excellence, integrity, and faith. 
His wit, funny stories, and tales 
of the past imparted history to 
those who sat at his side. 
Woodrow has been a “tough old 
bird” as his doctor commented at 
his 96th birthday party in the hos- 
pital. He will be missed but he 
was so looking forward to going 
on “to Heaven.” 

The funeral service will be 
held at the Morehead First Chris- 
tian Church, Disciples of Christ, 
today (Thursday, Sept. 25) at 
2:00 p.m., with the Rev. Molly 
Smothers officiating. Interment 
will follow at Forest Lawn Me- 
morial Gardens with full military 
rites conducted by Morehead 
American Legion Post No. 126.

They also may conserve natural 
resources, be recyclable and be 
made from recyclable materials. 
Examples of green products in- 
clude fume-free paints, bamboo 
flooring and textile products, tile 



made from recycled glass, toxic- 
free cleaning products and even 
resuable fabric shopping bags. 

Not all green products will 
possess all of these characteris- 
tics. Choose products that have 
the qualities that are the most ben- 
eficial for you and fit the budget. 
Even small changes can conserve 
natural resources and promote 
energy savings. Shopping locally 
for these products can help con- 
serve fuel. 

People can do several things 
to decrease their energy con- 
sumption at their residence. Im- 
proved insulation and infiltration 
can go a long way to reduce en- 
ergy consumption and cost. Ef- 
fectively utilize natural light. It 
can help heat our home in the 
winter while blinds or shades can 
keep it cooler in the summer. One 
may also purchase Energy Star 
appliances, windows and light 
bulbs to conserve energy. 

Many green products cost the 
same as or less than traditional 
methods, but some can be more 
expensive. Even if they are more 



costly in the beginning, the en- 
ergy savings these products pro- 
vide likely will outweigh any pur- 
chasing or installation costs in the 
long term.

Morgan’s first lead of season shortlived as 
turnovers turn tide

Morgan County remained 
winless through three games with 
a 38-12 loss to Magoffin County 
last Friday at Herdman Field. But 
unlike the two previous losses to 
Rowan and Powell County, the 
Cougars finally showed signs of 
progress. 

“The score wasn’t too good, 
but our kids did seem to ‘get it’ a 
little more on offense,” Coach 
Jake Purnell said. “We had al- 
most 200 yards of total offense 
in the first half alone - which was 
more than in the first two games 
combined.

some life into your team.” 

But Magoffin wasted no time 
in matching the score. On third 
down and 15, Josten Helton 
broke a 66-yard scoring run for a 
7-6 Hornets’ lead. After another 
touchdown put Magoffin up 14- 
6, the Cougars put together an 1 1- 
play drive before the half. The 
possession was highlighted by 
Kyle Havens’s 42-yard run to get 
the ball inside the Hornet 20-yard 
line.
